Jn response to an article in Yorvrtg 
Chira May 17, “Chinese Hospital 
Lacks Funds To Pay Day-To-Day 
Expenses,” a Chinese ”Hospital 
spokesperson in an interview with 
下 ast/TJWest recently presented argu- 
ments and figures which contradict- 
ed charges made by the Chinese 
daily that the hospital is fnancially 
unstabjle. 

In the Yorxmg Cjpzaza article, it was 
charged that due to the continuing 
representation dispute on the_ Chi- 
nese Hospital board of directors, the 
current administration of Chinese 
Hospital has had to borrow money 
in order to sutrvive on a day-to-day 
basis and in order to keep the hospi- 
tafs doors open. 

了 was reported that Yeung 久 am- 
ching，formerly a delegate to the 
board from Sam Yup Association, is 
continting his suit against the asso- 
ciation for ousting him, allegediy il- 
jegally，from his seat， A new trial 
date for the case will be announced 
May 253. 

According to Yorvrzg CHzrza，Chi- 
nese Hospital recently secured a 
loan of $150;000 from the Bank of 
Canton in order to pay daily ex- 
penses, e.g., payment of salaries and 
routine operating costs of the hospi- 
tal， Warren Sulkivan，attorney for 
hospital board directors Foo Hum et 
al.，has written to the bank protest- 
ing the loan and requesting that 
payment of the monies be stopped . 


According to Sullivan，the iden- 
tification of the Chinese Hospital 
board president is still a legal ques- 
tion, the answer to which will have 
to come from the courts， Before 
such a decision is rendered,，he con- 
tended，no one can legally borrow 
money in the name of Chinese Hos- 
pital. 

According to Yorxrg CHizza，Chi- 
nese Hospital has a $120,000 cash 
deposit with the Bank of Canton， 
meant to be used for the building of 
the proposed outpatient clinic，Cur- 
rently, the article charged，Chinese 
Hospital is using this deposit as col- 
lateral for obtaining a $15S0,000 
loan. On April 23，$60,000 of the 
loan money was withdrawn and de- 
posited into the operating expenses 
account of the hospital, to be used 
for paying staff salaries and hospi- 
tal supplies,， the paper cited. 

A hospital spokesperson，in re- 
Sponse to orrzg CHizzas claims， 
stated that the $120,000 cash asset 
referred to is money from the Chi- 
nese Hospital Foundation，purpose- 
ly left“untouched” by the current 
administration as far as the con- 
struction of the outpatient facility 
and hospital expenditures are con- 
cerned . 

The Bank of Canton loan, a“line 
of credit” agreement for up to 
$130,000, was approved by mermabers 
of the Chinese Hospital board of di- 
rectors at a meeting April 16 EA 剑 
4/24).

NIMH's commitment to minority 
group mental health programs was 
Stressed by NIMH director Dr. 
Bertram 8. Brown. Stanley Sue， 
assistant professor of psychology 

at the University of Washington， 
presented the results of a 1970-73 
Survey of 18 mental health facili- 
ties in the state of Washington. 
Sue found an Asian American 
population of 2 per cent using only 
.06 per cent of the mental health 


faeilities. 

Also，reported Suce，over 50 per 
cent of those who did seek help did 
not return after their first vislt，3aS 
compared to 33 per cent of the 
white elierts. The high drop-out 
rate Suggests that even when 
Asian Americans did seek help 
their needs were not met，he said. 


Dr. Ivy Lee，assistant professor 
of sociology at Sacramento State 
University，testified about the 
under-utilization of all Social servV- 
ices by Asian Americans in the 
Sacramento area. A _ progress re- 
port on a Survey of Asian Amer: 
lcans in the Chicago area was Dre- 
sented by Dr. Bok-Lim Kim，assis- 
tant professor of social work，Umni- 
versity of Illinois. 


The Asian American federation 
of NIMH developed from the first 
national conference，held in San 
Erancisco in 1972.

UC students demand 


Asian faculty appointment 


Asians have never been regard- 
ed with high priority in affirmative 
action issues in the history of the 
Department of Architecture at 
UC Berkeley、Despite being the 
largest minority contingent in the 
department，numbering about 12 
per cent，Asians occupy no ladder 
rank or tenure positions of the de- 
partment's faculty，according to a 
press release issued by the Ad Hoc 
Committee for Asian Tenure. 

Recently，Asian students began 
voicing grievances of discerimina- 
tion in the school. Charging that 
professors are “not sensitive to the 
Asian perspecetive，"they citedthat 
teaching assistants.also tend to jg- 
nore Asian students on the as- 
sumption that they are doing well 
in class“The faculty's mentality is 
3 white 了 uropean;,”said one stu- 
dent“They do not understand our 
culture and the needs of our people 
in planning house plans.” 

The lack of meaningful Asian 
Derspectives and concerns in archi- 
teetural education has resulted in 
chronie housing andplanning prob- 
lems ins the-Asian communities， 
which are left largely unattended 
due to':a lack of technical compe- 
tence and. ceoncerned leadership， 
they echarged. 

POSITION OPEN 

At present,，a ladder position in 
the department's faculty is- open， 
and Asian students have demand- 
cd that an Asian be considered for 
the post. Stating that Asians have 
been excluded from various impor- 
tant committees *and scholarship 
juries as well as faculty appoint- 
ments，the students presented a 
letter tothe schools tenured facu]- 
ty committee，which is responsible 
for faculty appontments，As a 
result, the students.claimed, three 
Asians have been added to alist of 
three:white persons originally con- 
sidered for the position. 

The students said they were not 
just concerned with getting a “yel- 


]ow professor” in. “Were _ con- 
cerned about quality too.”They 
added，however，that there are 
many qualified Asians in the.field 
of archlitecture who could be hired 
by the schools， 

They have demanded that per- 
sonal interviews be given“in the 
drue spirit of affirmative actionm to 
each applicant in the presence of 
Asian student representatives be- 
fore a_ decision is made. The stu- 
dents are _ especially concerned 
that the person chosen has rapport 
with Asian students in providing 
direction and a sense of commtu- 
nity consciousness for them; is ac- 
cessible to Asian community 
groups; and is able to bring an 
Asian eultural perspective into the 
Schools curriculum，
